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Britain’s Biggest Overseas Trade Fair Opened by 
President in Moscow 


NTHUSIASTIC crowds greeted 
the opening ceremony by Mr. Reginald 
Maudling, President of the Board of 

Trade, of the British Trade Fair in Moscow 
on May 19. Surprise visitor at the ceremony 
was Mr. Khruschev, the Soviet leader, who 
arrived to the skirl of the pipes and drums 
of the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders. 


Quietly smiling Mr. Khruschev took his 
seat at the front of the V.I.P.’s platform and 
Sir James Hutchison, President of the 
Association of British Chambers of Com- 
merce which is sponsoring the Fair, began 
the proceedings. 


Mr. Khruschev did not speak but he inter- 
rupted Mr. Maudling twice with cheerful applause. 


“This is the largest British Trade Fair ever staged outside Britain; 
I believe it is also the largest foreign Trade Fair ever staged in the 
Soviet Union’, said Mr. Maudling. 


‘It has been put on not by the British Government but by British 
industry, on the initiative of the Association of British Chambers of 
Commerce and of Industrial and Trade Fairs Limited. I should like to 
congratulate all who have played any part in the origination and ful- 
filment of this remarkable piece of enterprise. It does great credit to 
British industry in every way. 


“The British Government have rented space in the Exhibition to 
put on a display of British scientific and technical achievement. We 
have done this because we wish to support the promoters of the Fair 
and because we recognize the need to develop trade between Britain 
and the Soviet Union. Trade has two purposes. 


‘First, to strengthen a country’s economy. We in our island live by 
trade. If we are to improve the conditions of our own people and at 
the same time continue the great effort we are making to help the less 
developed countries throughout the world, we must expand our 
export trade. 


‘Secondly, trade contributes to the friendship between peoples. 
In the past it has often been true that trade rivalries have led to war. 
In modern conditions trade is a pillar of world peace. The more we 
can see of one another’s products, the more we can travel from 
country to country, trade and do business together, the greater will 
be the friendship and understanding between the peoples of Britain 
and the Soviet Union. 


‘I am sure the million and more people whom we hope to welcome 
to this Fair will find many things of absorbing interest. 

‘We in Britain, like you in the Soviet Union, are proud of our 
history and culture. We are glad to know for example, of the high 
esteem you have here for Shakespeare and Dickens; but we are also 
proud of our science and technology and of the products of British 
industry. That is what we intend to show you at this Fair. 

‘British scientists have been in the van of progress in countless 
projects from the steam engine to the jet engine. Britain has seen the 
birth of many contributions to mankind’s welfare and happiness 
ranging from penicillin to football. This tradition of invention, of 
science and of craftsmanship you will see embodied in the exhibits at 
this Fair.

‘You will find some cf the most modern and most complex machinery 
and some of the finest quality consumer goods that the world can 
offer. Electronics, machinery of all kinds, transport equipment, 
textiles, agricultural machinery, scientific and hospital equipment, 
oe toys — all these and countless other British preducts are on 

isplay. 

“We on our side are looking forward to the Soviet Trade and 
Industrial Exhibition that will be staged in London in July as the 
counterpart of this Fair here. We wish its promoters all possible 
success. And so in declaring this Fair open I would like to say “May 
trade between our two countries and friendship and understanding 
between our two peoples grow and flourish’’.’ 

Sir James Hutchison in his address said: ‘History is moving at 
a gallop and in its small way this is a historic moment for the 
Association of British Chambers of Commerce co-operating, as it 
is, with the All-Union Chamber of Commerce of the U.S.S.R. in the 
largest fair ever held in Moscow and later, in July, with the Soviet 
Fair in London. As President of The Association of British Cham- 
bers of Commerce, I am proud to greet all who are here today and 
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tell them that the Soviet Fair in London is awaited with great 
interest. 

“We have come to show you our goods, to sell our goods and to 
learn how far they meet your requirements. The fact that the British 
Government is represented here by our President of the Board of 
Trade shows the importance it attaches to developing Anglo-Soviet 
trade. Commerce is a good ambassador.’ 

Mr. Nikolai Patolichev, Soviet Minister of Foreign Trade, said 
the presence of Russia’s leading statesmen at the opening of the 
Fair showed the importance his Government attached to trade 
between the two countries. 

Among the members of the Government present at the opening 
ceremony besides Mr. Khruschevy were Mr. Mikoyan and Mrs. 
Furtseva, Minister of Culture. Mr. Nesterov, Chairman of the All- 
Union Chamber of Commerce, was also present. 

The last 24 hours before the opening had turned apparent chaos 
on the eve of the Fair into order. Stands were completed and ready 
for business, their names looking strangely unfamiliar in Russian 
characters. 

Six members of the Communist Party Presidium were in the 
official Soviet party with Mr. Khruschev. 

Commander A. Courtney, M.P., who is EMI consultant for 
Soviet Russia, explained the colour television equipment on the 
stand when it was visited by Mr. Khruschev’s party, accompanied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Reginald Maudling. He told them of the recent 
sale to Russia of an E.M.I. computer. 

At the Lansing Bagnall stand Mr. Khruschev operated a pedestrian 
pallet truck which enables one man to walk about with a load of 
two tons. 

Among other stands visited by the party were those of ICI, 
British Iron and Steel Federation, National Wool Textile Export 
Corporation, Distillers Company Ltd., Rustyfa, and AEI. 

Mrs. Maudling had several brief talks with Mr. Khruschev. When 
he asked how she travelled to Russia, she said: ‘On one of your 
Russian jet planes last night. It was very comfortable.—‘Good,’ 
replied Mr. Khruschev. ‘I have also flown very comfortably in your 
British planes.’ 

Later Mrs. Khruschev and Mrs. Maudling visited several stands 
together away from the main party. 


At the later stage Mr. Khruschev inspected the pipes and regimental

band of the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders. He recalled to 


Major C. G. Kelway-Bamber that he had seen the pipes when he 
visited Scotland on his visit to this country a few years ago. 


The first stand Mr. Khruschev visited at the Fair, was Fisons 
Limited, the fertilizer company. Sir Clavering Fison, the Chairman 
of the Company, was standing with his staff in front of the exhibi- 
tion stand. Mr. Maudling introduced Sir Clavering to Mr. Khruschev. 
After Sir Clavering had explained briefly the purpose and the pro- 
ducts of Fisons, Mr. Khruschev said: ‘I’m very glad indeed to hear 
about this and to welcome you here as everything connected with 
agriculture is very dear to my heart.’ 

Hawker Siddeley Industries Lid., were the first firm to announce 
an order at the Fair. Just before the official opening ceremony it 
was Stated that forty-nine National / Brush diesel alternator sets are 
currently being delivered to the Soviet Union under a £575,000 
order received from V/O Machinoimport, one of the State 
buying corporations in Moscow. The sets will provide electric 
power for some of the more remote rural areas of the U.S.S.R. 
which are not served by the Soviet National Grid System. 


During the past fifteen years, Hawker Siddeley Industries Com- 
panies have supplied the U.S.S.R. with more than £15 million 
worth of equipment including National diesel engines and diesel 
generating sets, 

When Mr. Khruschev arrived at the last and biggest British hall, 
a magnificent building of glass and steel, described by Lord 
Drogheda as ‘one of the most striking exhibition buildings in the 
world’, he was welcomed with loud applause from the dozens of 
stands laid out below the balcony on which he stood. 


Sir Frank Roberts, the British Ambassador in Moscow, presented 
a set of ‘golden goblets’ to Mr. Khruschev after completion of the 
tour of the fair. The goblets, in fact, are champagne cups—a 
dozen of them in a leather red-and-gold presentation case with a 
plaque in silver engraved as follows: ‘Presented to Mr. N. S. 
Khruschev, Chairman of the Council of Ministry of the U.S.S.R.. 
by Industrial and Trade Fairs Ltd. on the occasion of the British 
Trade Fair held in Moscow May 19 to June 4, 1961.’ 

The cups, 4-5 inch high, made in hall-marked silver and clad 
in pure gold, were presented in the presence of Lord Drogheda and 
Mr. V. G. Sherren, director-general of the Fair. 

Adie Bros. Ltd., of Soho Hill, Birmingham, 19, made these 
champagne cups. Known throughout the world as ‘Adie of 
England, Goldsmiths and Silversmiths,’ the company has made 
many exceptional pieces for members of the British Royal House- 


hold—for example, a silver-and-ivory christening bowl for the 
Queen, a silver tea service presented to the Queen on the occasion 
of her wedding, 

Sir Reginald Rootes gave Mr. Khruschev a model Hillman Minx 
on the Rootes Group stand. 

Mr. Khruschev thanked Mr. Maudling, Lord Drogheda and Sir 
Frank Roberts, the British Ambassador, for showing him round. 
He said it was ‘a wonderful show’ and he wished it ‘all success’. 


Mr. Khruschev Praises British Goods 


In his speech at the official reception to exhibitors and organizers 
on the opening afternoon, Mr. Khruschev acknowledged that the 
British goods on show were good, and that they would be glad to 
have them ‘at a reasonable price and also,’ he emphasized, ‘if you 
buy goods from us.’ 

Trade, he said, was a matter of mutual benefit. “You want to 
sell your goods to us. Well, do a bit of thinking and decide what 
are the goods you want to buy from our country. The more you 
buy from us, the more we buy from you.” 

He suggested that Britain, instead of buying oil from people 
who bought nothing from her, should buy it from the Soviet Union. 
He also said that the Russians had unlimited resources of raw 
materials, and emphasized the abundance of iron ore. 

During his tour of the Fair, Mr. Khruschev spent nearly half an 
hour in the big Board of Trade display. On seeing a model of a 
Hovercraft he asked “Does it work in rough weather?”, to which 
Mr. Michael Balfour, of the Board of Trade, was able to answer 
“Yes”. 

Mr. Khruschev and Mr. Mikoyan both watched films about the 
Mullard Radio-Astronomy centre at Cambridge and cancer 
research at the Ministry of Health’s Medical Mill Hill Research 
Centre from beginning to end. 

On arriving at Moscow Airport on Wednesday, May 17, the Presi- 
dent said: 


‘I am happy to be paying my first visit to the Soviet Union. To- 
gether with my wife, who is joining me tomorrow, I am hoping to 
see as much as possible of your country and your people. The British 
Trade Fair, which I am to open on Friday, is a very important effort 
indeed by British industry to expand trade with the Soviet Union. 
I am sure its effects will be far-reaching. I am also looking forward to 
meeting Mr. Patolichev again and to reviewing Anglo-Soviet trade 
relations with him and with other representatives of the Soviet 
Government.’ 

Mr. Maudling, at a Press Conference on the eve of the Fair, said 
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he was there as an exhibitor as the British Government was 
only one of many exhibitors there. They attached the greatest 
importance to its success. 


Lord Drogheda, chairman of the organizing company, said the 
purpose of the Fair was to stimulate trade. ‘It is in no way political, 
but it will help to show Russian people that Britain is a great 
industrial country’. He hoped that a great increase in trade would 
flow between the two countries as a result. 


Sir James Hutchison said some 1,600 top sales executives 
and engineers had flown to Moscow for the Fair, nearly 500 of 
them directors of their companies. ‘We have come to Russia 
to trade. The exhibits we have brought are examples of our tech- 
nological achievements, and those known to interest Russian people.’ 


The Russians showed immense interest in the consumer goods on 
display in Sokolniki Park, and the textiles section was one of the 
chief centres of attraction. The question they all asked was ‘Can we 
buy some cloth from you now?’ When told it was not possible they 
did not hide their disappointment. 

British exhibitors were very pleased with the work done in pre- 
paration for the Fair and the organizers paid public tribute on 
Thursday to the efforts of the army of Russian workmen—not for- 
getting the burly women gardeners and drivers of steam-rollers— 
who had transformed Sokolniki Park in a matter of days. 


Five Ways to Increase Trade 


“Today is a great occasion. It is the first time that the All 
Union Chamber of Commerce and the Russo-British Chamber of 
Commerce have held a joint meeting, and for it to be in Moscow 
is an epoch-making event.’ 

This was stated by Mr. W. L. Mather, a director of the Russo- 
British Chamber of Commerce, at the joint meeting of the two 
Chambers in Moscow last week-end. Mr. Mather, who was 
deputizing for Sir Greville Maginness (President) is chairman of 
Mather and Platt, the Manchester firm of textile machinery manu- 
facturers who have been trading with Russia for a hundred years. 


He said that in addition to its Soviet members, the chamber now 
had over 600 British firms as members and their numbers were 
steadily mcreasing. 

‘We are giving the fullest possible support to the British Trade 
Fair in Sokolniki Park and will give similar support to the Soviet 
Exhibition which will take place in London next month, Mr. 
Mather said. 

He did not believe that it was economically necessary or even 
desirable for the trade of two countries to be in balance. Trade 
always created prosperity and the freer the movement, the better. 
Where a country was undergoing an industrial revolution and 
investing as heavily in the future as was the Soviet Union, it 
seemed to him sound for that capital investment to be paid for out 
of capital resources, which ultimately meant gold. Britain was 
short of gold and it, therefore, appeared to be a natural solution 
for a greater proportion of Soviet purchases from Britain to be 
paid for in gold. 

Mr. Mather said that in one way U.K. traders were at a dis- 
advantage. In Lordon there was a large and well organized Soviet 
Trade Delegation which was helping to promote both the import 
and export trade of the Soviet Union. We had no comparable repre- 
sentation in Moscow and he thought a great deal could be done 
to help and simplify the mutual trade of the two countries if 
British firms could have their own offices or representatives in 
— ‘It will have to happen one day, why not start now?’ he 


nile added: ‘If our Trade Fair is to have proved worth while, 
trade will have to be at least doubled during the next few years. 
I am confident that it is possible and the five most important re- 
quirements to promote this are, I think as follows: 

‘A reduction in restrictions, so that traders are able to travel 
more freely so as to study markets and the individual requirements 
of customers in detail. 

‘Good facilities for market research and facilities for the trade

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Special Interest in Official Stands 


A report from Moscow to the Journal on Monday stated : 

‘On fourth day of the British Trade Fair, crowds are still pour- 
ing in to Sokolniki Park in a steady unending stream. The chief 
reaction to date from exhibitors is one of amazement at the 
apparent thirst for technical knowledge by the ordinary man and 
woman. Not only have they carried away vast quantities of litera- 
ture but their questions have revealed a burning desire to know 
how things work. 


One exhibitor summed it up when he said: ‘I have exhibited 
all over the world but I have never before encountered anything 
approaching such intensity of interest as here in Moscow. 

Russian visitors also appear to be impressed by the fact that this 
is a down to earth sales effort—a shop window rather than the 
portrayal of a way of life. 

Both the HMSO stand and COI information team adjoining it 
are being kept busy all day. 

Mrs. Khruschev spent twenty minutes with HMSO on opening 
day, going carefully through all the shelves. She was particularly 
interested in books on teaching. A woman doctor spent more than 
an hour at the stand reading a work on child health. 

The Board of Trade Stand, mounted by the Central Office of 
Information, reports the main interest has been in the Hovercraft, 
the vertical take off plane, the cosmology section and the Melrose 
heart and lung machine in that order. An estimated three to four 
thousand are passing through the Government display every hour. 

Mr. K. S. Laurie, technical director of John Dalglish and Sons 
Ltd. of Thornliebank Industrial Estate, Glasgow, manufacturers 
of cloth finishing machinery, gave a lecture in Russian to over 
150 specialists from the Soviet Textile Industry on the subject of 
Modern Techniques in the Drying and Finishing of Textiles. 





H.M. STATIONERY OFFICE have recently been intensifying 
their efforts to increase sales of Government publications overseas, 
and as part of this drive are providing a colourful display at Moscow. 
From their immensely wide range of publications, some 250 titles 
have been selected for exhibition and an attractive special catalogue 
describing the books and their contents has been produced in 
Russian. A representative of the Department is attending the 
exhibition. 


The aim has been to demonstrate the astonishingly wide field 
now covered by British official publishing and to show that there 
is likely to be something of interest to anyone whatever his personal 
tastes or business needs. Although on this occasion the emphasis 
has been on technical, scientific and medical publications, works 
on art, history, and education have been given their place and 
there is much to illustrate the British way of life both at home 
and in the Commonwealth. 


The appropriate Russian Foreign Trade Organization 
(Mezhdunarodnaya Kniga) took 1,000 catalogues for 
distribution prior to the opening of the Fair, and an enthusiastic 
response is expected from libraries and technical committees.

‘Progressive liberalization of the various import quotas and other 
restrictions. 

‘Less stress on bilateral trade and more use of gold. 

‘Perhaps most important of all: more skilful efforts on the part 
of individual firms and trading organizations to make sales in the 
other’s countries.’ 

Short speeches of greeting were also made by Mr. M. V. 
Nesterov, chairman of the Presidium of the USSR Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. N. S. Patolichev, Minister of Foreign Trade of 
the USSR, and from Britain, Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of 
The Board of Trade.

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Productivity is the Key to Success in the Export business 
By R. S. Redmond, Managing Director, Heyes & Co. Ltd., Wigan 


SELLING FOR EXPORT is, in principle, the same thing as selling 
for the home market except that it is more complicated. Stripped 
of the frills of quotas, bills of lading, consular invoices, ad valorem 
duties and other niceties, there is, in my view, very little difference 
between an order from Puerto Rico or Paddington, Waziristan or 
Wigan. It is always a matter of giving the customer what he wants, 
when he wants it and at the price he is prepared to pay. 

Just as I believe that the three basic divisions of every business — 
sales, production, finance - must be co-ordinated by a marketing 
policy, so I believe the sales of a company must be viewed as a whole 
and in relation to the other divisions. One cannot afford to regard 
exports as something divorced from the main stream of operations. 
Indeed, it may be true to say that the production division has a greater 
bearing upon marketing for export than it has on any other part of 
the company’s operations. 


Keeping Promises 


This leads me to suggest that the state of the national productive 
efficiency is a clue to our present export difficulties. I do not set up 
Heyes & Co. Ltd. —- we manufacture a wide range of industrial lighting 
fittings and signalling and telephone equipment — as a shining example 
in direct contrast to the rest of British Industry, but it is true that we 
have increased our export sales tc the point at which I hope shortly 
to be able to announce that we have trebled our figures over the past 
few years. It is also true that we have done this at the same time as 
we have overhauled our productivity by work study and the installa- 
tion of a commonsense production planning system so that when we 
give a delivery promise we usually keep it. 


The main point here is that several overseas customers have 
written to thank us for prompt delivery and, I fear, have either implied 
or said outright that this is rather remarkable for a British firm. The 
fact, however, that this reputation is, rightly or wrongly, given to 
Britain, has, I believe, prevented us from doing a great deal more. It 
seems that a number of potential customers simply do not believe 
that the British exporter is capable of giving a reliable delivery date. 


I do not believe that it is always necessary to promise a better 
delivery than our foreign competitors. It is, however, vital that the 
customer should be able to rely on the date given. He may give an 
order based on a good delivery promise once, but he will not risk 
being let down twice. 


Dogged Persistence Needed 


All kinds of suggestions are being made as to what the Government 
can do to assist exports, but I have never subscribed to the view that 
anyone can do the industrialist’s work for him. It may be possible 
for our overall position to be improved to some extent by international 
trade agreements, Budget changes and so on, but unless individual 
firms achieve a reputation for quality production and prompt delivery 
co-ordinated by a sound marketing policy, nothing will bring the 
success we need. 


Given the right standards of productivity, the company seeking 
to launch into exports for the first time must not expect to see results 
overnight. Only a long period — it can be years — of dogged persistence 
can bring success and I do not believe that overseas markets are a 
field for the faint hearted or impatient. For that reason it is advisable — 
perhaps essential —- to advance on a limited front and not to try to 
secure sales in every territory at the same time. Heyes & Co. Ltd. has 


been established in several overseas territories for a generation. In 
the beginning, I suppose, our products sold in the Commonwealth 
because someone wanted them and orders were received rather than 
sought. Since then, however, life has been more competitive and it 
has only been by constant attention to customer satisfaction that we 
have been able to maintain the position. That we have done more 
than this and, in fact, have increased our share of business in some- 
what difficult and declining markets bears out my claim that pro- 
ductivity is vital. 


Recovering the Cost of Travei 


Experience in new fields has been similar. Having found a possible 
outlet, it has been necessary to convince the potential customer that 
we can give him satisfaction. The lead may have come by introduction 
to a possible agent by the Export Services Branch of the Board of 
Trade or Federation of British Industries, from a study of Export 
Service Bulletins or even in inquiries relating to our advertisements, 
but once the introduction is made it has been up to us to show 
evidence that we can provide what is wanted. Quotations and samples 
may show that quality and price are right, but how do we prove we 
can give the service required? 

I suppose the usual answer is by salesmanship. The stock advice 
is to go out and see the man face to face. This may well be the reason 
why many a smaller manufacturer is frightened of venturing into 
exports. He realizes only too well that the cost of the journey would 
be such that he simply could not hope to recover it in years of trading. 
All I can say is that while nothing will replace the personal visit, it is 
not absolutely vital to the early stages of export. Air mail — even the 
telephone — nowadays makes it possible for correspondence to be 
maintained easily and regularly and provided there are no delays in 
answering queries, then small orders can be obtained. 


The efficiency with which those initial orders are handled will set 
the seal on the future and if proper and reliable service can be given 
there is every reason why business can grow to the point where a 
planned sales tour can be made and the market properly and profitably 
established. 


The ‘Mystique’ of Productivity 

The root of the problem is, therefore, productivity and for that 
reason I suggest that the British Productivity Council should give 
particular attention to the smaller company. Efficient production 
planning backed by work study can make it possible for reliable 
promises to be made and kept. The trouble is that there appears to 
be a growing tendency for a curious mystique to cloud the modern 
management techniques which exist today. Articles are appearing 
in trade and business magazines and various lectures are being given 
which can mislead the director of the small company into believing 
that talk of productivity is all very well for the big concern but he 
has to get on with the job. Such topics as ergonomics and cybernetics 
may be all very well but they are beyond the comprehension of the 
average business man who feels, rightly, that he must keep his feet 
on the ground. 


Productivity is merely applied commonsense and my plea is that 
those responsible for promulgating and encouraging the new tech- 
niques should realize what is needed in order that every business may 
have the chance to realize none can afford to ignore the progress 
which can be made.

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An Astonishing Range of Export Services 


THE RANGE OF SERVICES Offered by the Government to 
export traders were far wider than some United Kingdom firms 
had ever suspected, said Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board 
of Trade, at the lunch of the London Branch of the National Union 
of Manufacturers, Connaught Rooms, on May 18, they were 
astonished. ‘And in view of that astonishment,’ the Minister con- 
tinued, ‘I make no a for taking this opportunity to remind 
you just how wide the ernment’s services are, although no 
doubt many of you are familiar with them. 


‘The personal touch, is our keynote. Our aim is to help the 
individual firm with its individual problems. Through the great 
mass of information about markets overseas, the prospects for this 
product and that, the duties, the quotas and all other regulations, 
the tastes, the customs, the trading methods and so on, we can 
guide the individual firm and advise him on the most promising 
markets for his particular product. Then we can give him the 
information he needs to establish himself in that market. 

‘At this imitial stage, we can provide a particularly valuable 
service, finding him an agent. We don’t tell him what agent to 
employ, but we do give him a short list from which he is free 
to make the final choice. This list is not just an extract from a well- 
thumbed card index, it is a list of two or three names which our 
overseas staff prepare after receiving full details of the product and 
personally satisfying themselves of the suitability and willingness 
of nominees to undertake the proposed agency. The service is 
world-wide, but nevertheless we do take the very greatest care 
to see that each inquirer has his particular needs met. We do 
recommend that if at all possible the United Kingdom principal 
should visit the country to see the nominees personally before 
making a decision. 

‘Our services extend also to helping the United Kingdom 
businessman when he visits overseas markets. So much time and 
energy can be saved if the Board of Trade are told in advance. 
Then we can advise on itineraries, provide background material, 
and through our overseas staff arrange appointments and intro- 
ductions and generally take much of the preliminary work off 
the businessman’s shoulders. I do strongly urge you to take 
advantage of this when you go abroad. There are over 200 posts 
who will be be only too pleased to help you if you will get in touch 
with them. 


‘Recently. we have announced that the Government intend to 
spend £530,000 this year on exhibitions and fairs, an increase of 
no less than £200,000. This will be used to provide assistance to 
firms wishing to take part in specialized fairs, to put up official 
stands and displays at places where they are most likely to be 
effective: and to build British pavilions at overseas fairs where 
British contributors would otherwise have no suitable place in 
which to show their wares. We shall also be organizing British 
weeks from time to time in towns in various countries overseas. 

‘The Export Credits Guarantee Department has been much in 
the news lately. The cover it provides is at least the equal of that 
available to any of our competitors. You need not take my word 
for that. Commenting on the latest E.C.G.D. changes announced

a month ago, the influential American publication Business Week 
said: “Britain is now in a position of having facilities equal to any 
country—and in many cases much better!” That was an unsolicited 
testimonial. 


‘And the cover E.C.G.D. provides today is not only fuller than it 
has ever been before, but it is substantially cheaper than ever 
before. Over the last six years, for example, E.C.G.D. has brought 
the cost of its average premiums on £100 worth of exports (on 
up to six months credit) down from Ils. 8d. to 8s. 6d. There is 
another 5d. to come off that last figure, in rebates to established 
exporters holding three-year policies. And on top of that the 
President of the Board of Trade announced last month premium 
reductions which should average out, on this class of business, at a 
further cut of about 10 per cent. All this in a world where costs 
are tending to rise. These premium reductions over recent years 
have not come out of the taxpayers’ pocket. They have resulted 
from the E.C.G.D.’s successful management of its risks and from 
its policy of developing its business amongst the exporting 
community.’ 

Mr. Erroll gave a few examples of the trades which had taken 
policies : 

A London firm exporting reconditioned office equipment wrote: 
“We are a small firm, annual turnover approximately £6,000. So 
far we have operated on a cash with order business . . . We feel sure 
we could have added fifty per cent. to our turnover had we known 
about your scheme, because we have been asked for credit on 
several occasions and have been unable to comply”. 

Another London exporter of woollen piece goods bought a block 
of cover for £1,000 he thought his annual horizon was around 
£2,000. But in three weeks he has already taken orders worth 
£1,300. 

A Sheffield cutlery firm has taken out cover so as to go into the 
export trade for the first time. 


A Birmingham firm making cycle accessories had previously 
turned down export business because inquirers were from the 
Middle East and credit was asked for: they now intend to revive 
these contacts. 


Another Birmingham firm making aluminium pots and pans had 
previously been refusing business on other than secured terms of 
payment. 

A Nottingham firm making babywear had been backpedalling 
for years on export orders, because of worries over payment; they 
are now going out after export business. 

A Buckinghamshire firm has taken out cover to export orchids 
to the United States. A Manchester firm of billiard-table manu- 
facturers has previously stuck to the “old Dominions”. Now they 
have an order from the West Indies and are expecting business 
from West Africa: they say the new E.C.G.D. policy will give 
them the help they need and that the price “suits their pockets”! 

‘Some of the other trades might surprise you, went on Mr. Erroll. 
‘We have wood flooring, briar pipes, coats for golf caddies, 
enamelled signs, Aerosols, nylon gloves, shotgun cartridges, rags, 
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Range of Export Services (Continued) | 
and reconditioned bakery machinery. To run one’s eye down the 
list of these “small exporters” is to be amazed at the diversity of 
industries which can make their contribution to the export trade. 
Of course this “small exporter” policy is, from our point of view, 
not an end in itself. Many of our customers for this “taste and 
try” promotion will, we hope and believe, establish a substantial 
export trade and continue to develop it under the nermal E.C.G.D. 


cover. Our aim is to encourage them to do so, and I wish them 
every success.” 


Opportunities for Expansion of U.K. - French 
Trade 


MR. ERROLL visited the Foire de Paris on May 23. During bis visit 
he met the Directors and members of the British Chamber of Com- 
merce in Paris, the heads of firms exhibiting at the Foire, and other 
leading business men. 


In the evening he attended « cocktail party given by the British 
Chamber of Commerce in Paris, and later was present at the dinner 
given for the Heads of Diplomatic Missions. He returned to London 
on Wednesday. 


Speaking at the luncheon, Mr. Erroll said that the trading con- 
nections between our two countries were of long standing, dating 
back to earliest times. He believed that the considerable reductions 
in the last few years in the restrictions which had hindered the 
development in our trade in the post-war world, offered to both our 
countries opportunities for a sizeable expansion in our trade; neither 


of our two countries was at present taking sufficient advantage of 
these opportunities. 


The Minister said it was true that the improvement in trade 
between our two countries in 1960 and the first few months of this 
year was encouraging. In particular there had been a marked 
increase in their exports to the United Kingdom. However, even so, 
the level of trade in 1960 was, in value terms, hardly greater than it 
had been five years previously and in volume terms possibly even less. 


“This is a very disappointing performance for two prosperous 
neighbouring countries, especially so since during the same period 
the total volume of international trade increased by 25 per cent.’ 
said Mr. Erroll. ‘In fact the whole picture of trade between our 
two countries in recent years has been disappointing. Before the war 
the United Kingdom was France’s second-best customer, whereas 
today we have fallen to the sixth position. Meanwhile you have 
fallen from our eighth to our eleventh-best customer. Today we 
export more to both Denmark and Belgium that we export to France.’ 

The Minister asked: “What are the reasons for this poor 
performance?’ 


He said French exports to the U.K. had fared relatively well in 
recent years and he did not intend to analyse them. 


‘Something could be said, however, about the failure of British 
exports to France. So far as these are concerned, I believe that the 
main trouble lies in the habits which have grown up on both sides 
during the difficult post-war years; habits which have not yet fully 
adjusted themselves to changing conditions.’ 


“Today, although these conditions no longer existed, the attitudes 
of mind engendered by them lingered on.’ 


‘What is the basis for my belief that there is scope for a rapid 
expansion of Anglo-French Trade? he asked. ‘We export some 
£9 million worth of chemicals to France, but import from you in 
our turn some £15 million worth. Even in quite narrow fields there 
is scope for specialization and for fruitful exchanges, and the maxi- 
mum advantages from trade are to be obtained when each exchanges 
what it makes best. This is particularly true in the field of engineering 
goods and capital equipment, which constitute the principal element 
in our exports to France, and indeed, in our exports to the outside 
world as a whole.’ 


The Minister said this was no abstract theory, but was proved by 
the rapid growth in the volume of trade between the highly in- 
dustrialized countries of the world since the war at a time when 
trade with the primary producing countries had remained relatively 
stagnant. It was not therefore surprising to find that the United 
Kingdom’s best export market in Europe was Western Germany, 
whose economy more closely resembled that of the United Kingdom 
than that of any other European country. 


In Anglo-French trade the potentialities of profitable specializa-

tion had still to be exploited to a. much fuller extent, and he was 


convinced much was to be gained by a more positive approach 
on both sides. 


‘France’s bald decision ai the beginning of 1959 to liberalize at 
one stroke some 90 per cent. of her imports from O.E.E.C. 
countries and to make the French franc convertible, has set the tone 
of subsequent events,’ he said. ‘I need hardly say that these have 
been warmly welcomed in the United Kingdom, and that they have 
profoundly affected the possibilities of expanding Anglo-French 
trade. On our side, the removal of artificial impediments to trade 
is largely complete, and I am glad to know that such resttictions 


as remain affect only one or two French products whether agricultural 
or industrial.’ 


Tariffs were another sphere in which governments were able to 
influence the possibilities for trade. This subject raised very wide 
issues at the present time so far as trade between France and the 
United Kingdom was concerned. Much depended on how the 
future groupings in Europe developed. 


Tariffs were shortly to be the subject of negotiations, including 
negotiations on the Common Tariff within the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade. It was our hope that the forthcoming Tariff 
Conference at Geneva would lead to substantial reductions in world 
tariff levels, and the United Kingdom Government for their part 
were ready to contemplate considerable reductions in the United 
Kingdom if other councries were willing to do the same. This would, 
we hoped, do something to lessen the effects of tariff discrimination 
in Europe although it could not solve this problem. However, it 
did not yet, in his view, constiture a serious obstacle to trade between 
our two countries, and traders should not be disheartened. 


Concluding Mr. Erroll said: ‘In relation to Anglo-French trade, 
I should like to mention particularly the recent setting up by 
industry in the United Kingdom of an Export Council for Europe. 
The membership of this body includes many of our leading business- 
men and its establishment is an indication of the importance which 
we attach to our exprt effort in European markets. One of the first 
acts of this Council was to send out a Mission to France to study 
at first hand the opportunities for British firms in the French market. 
When the Council issues its findings I am confident that our 
manufacturers and traders will give them all the support they can. 


‘What Governments can do in the field of trade promotion is 
strictly limited. As you see, a great deal has already been done in 
opening up the channels of trade. It is now for private enterprise 


on both sides to seize the opportunities. It is my earnest hope that 
they will.’

Meeting of Commonwealth Economic Officials 


A MEETING of senior economic officials of Commonwealth Govern- 
ments will be held in London, from May 24 to 26, where they will 
exchange views on general trade and economic subjects. This will be 
one of the periodical meetings held under the arrangement for 
Commonwealth economic consultation agreed upon at the Common- 
wealth Trade and Economic Conference in 1958, and together 
constituting the Commonwealth Economic Consultative Council. 


The meeting beginning on May 24 will be similar in character 
to other meetings that have taken place between Commonwealth 
economic officials in recent years. The Colonial Territories will be 
represented as well as the independent countries of the Common- 
wealth. The Government of the Union of South Africa have 
expressed regret that they are unable to accept the invitation sent 
to them to attend this meeting. 
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Design Centre Awards Presentation Ceremony 


THE DUKE OF EDINBURGH, presenting the 1961 Design 
Centre Awards and his own Prize for Elegant Design at the 
Council of Industrial Design Centre, Haymarket, London, on May 
16, said: ‘I think most people take it for granted that it is quite 
an easy thing to select these Awards, or select the winning designs, 
and only when I was rash enough to suggest this Prize for Elegant 
Design did I discover what a complicated business it is to make 
selections of any kind.” The Duke said it was easy enough to work 
out whether something was practically useful or fit for its purpose 
but to be arbitrary in matters of taste and fashion landed you in 
all sorts of unexpected difficulties. 


The Duke was introduced by Sir Duncan Oppenheim, chairman 
of the Council of Industrial Design.

Business Reply Service for Parcels 


THE GENERAL POST OFFICE announced on May 15 that a service 
by which firms and others can receive parcels from their customers 
without the customers having to pay for them is being introduced by 
the Post Office on June 1. 


It will be called the Postage Forward Parcel Service, and it will 
operate in the same way as the existing Business Reply Service does 
for letters. The sender of a parcel will affix to it a distinctive label with 
which he will have been provided by the firm or person to whom he is 
sending or returning the parcel. The postage will be paid by the re- 
ceiver of the parcel, who will also pay a service charge of 4d. per 
parcel. Anyone wishing to use the new service will, as is the case with 
the Business Reply Service, have to get a licence from his Head 
Postmaster. 


The Friday Rush 


‘FRIDAY RUSH’ is the title of a new leaflet which the Post Office 
are about to issue to large users of the post. It is designed to persuade 
them to post early in the week and earlier on Fridays, when some 
millions more letters are posted than on other week-days. 

It shows how early posting can benefit both the customer and the 
Post Office; how avoidance of the evening rush (particularly on 
Friday evenings) helps to prevent delay to mail — especially twopenny 
mail. 

A notice is also being sent out by Head and District Postmasters 
for display in the ‘post-rooms’ of factories and firms. This notice is 
intended to act as a constant reminder to ‘post-room’ staff to ‘get rid 
of your post as early and as often as you can — especially on Friday.’

GATT Tariff Conference 


A COMMUNIQUE issued by GATT at Geneva on May 15, announced 
that the Tariff Negotiations Committee, which is responsible for the 
management of the 1960-61 Tariff Conference, has decided that it ts 
now possible to move forward from the first phase, which is largely 
concerned with re-negotiations with the European Economic Corn- 
munity, to the second phase of the conference. It has agreed the the 
general (or ‘Dillon’) round of tariff negotiations will open on May 29, 
1961. 


The second phase of the Tariff Conference will provide an opport- 
unity for new negotiations to reduce trade barriers through multi- 
lateral techniques. 


The list of contracting parties taking part in the general round has 
not yet been announced, but is it known that these will include most 
of the major trading countries as well as a number of others, hitherto 
not contracting parties of GATT which have nevertheless notified 
their wish to take part with a view to acceding to GATT as full 
members at a later stage. 


Commerce Group’s Visit from Houston, Texas 


A GOODWILL DELEGATION representing the Houston (Texas) 
Chamber of Commerce and the Houston Port Commission arrived 
in London on May 17. The group were in London until May 20. 
On Friday, the climax of their visit was a luncheon at Grosvenor 
House, W.1. 


The visit to London concluded a three-week tour of principal 
European business centres, covering Amsterdam, Antwerp, Bremen, 
Hanover, Frankfurt, Milan, Rome and Paris. Director of the tour 
was Mr. Gordon H. Turrentine, General Manager of the Houston 
Chamber of Commerce. Mr. W. N. Blanton, Vice-Chairman of the 
Houston Port Commission, was its representative. Mr. Blanton is 
also Chairman of the Board of Directors of the Medical Centre and 
National Bank of Houston, and is an independent oil company owner. 


‘Our purpose in visiting Europe is to express our appreciation 
for the very substantial trade relationships which the Port of Houston 
has with the six countries we shall have visited,” Mr. Blanton said. 


Houston is the seventh largest city in the United States, with a 
population of 938,219. In fourteenth position in 1950, it is one of 
the most rapidly developing cities in the United States. The United 
States principal concentration of petrochemical plants and oi! 
refineries is located in the Houston area.

The 15th Annual Report of the General Council of the Lancashire 
and Merseyside Industrial Development Association has been pub- 
lished.

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Buoyant Orders, Deliveries, Production and Exports in the Engineering Industries 


NEW BUSINESS for engineering firms was very brisk in March. The 
volume of net orders received by the industries producing engineering 
and electrical goods (Order VI of the Standard Industrial Classifica- 
tion), locomotives and railway track equipment, railway carriages and 
wagons, heavy commercial vehicles and wheeled tractors was 17 per 
cent. more than in March 1960, and in the first quarter 6 per cent. 
more than the very large volume a year earlier. Whilst export orders 
increased in March, in the quarter they were 3 per cent. less than a 
year earlier. Apart from some large orders placed in March, for a new 
power station, home market demand for plant and machinery has 
grown strongly in the opening months of 1961. 

Engineering output continued to rise in March. It is provisionally 
estimated that the volume of production in the engineering and 
electrical goods industries in March was 2 per cent. more than a year 
earlier and, in the first quarter of 1961, 3 per cent. more. Allowing for 
the loss of production on Good Friday, which fell in March this year, 
the increase was about the same as in the fourth quarter of 1969. 
There is now some evidence of recovery in production of engineering 
consumer goods. In the early months of 1961 manufacturers’ deliveries 


of domestic electrical apetiances, which had changed little in the third 
and fourth quarters of last year after falling sharply in the second 
quarter, were increasing. 


Exports of goods made in the engineering and electrical goods 
industries was rising strongly at the end of 1960 and in the early 
months of 1961 after a lull in the middle of last year. In the first quarter 
the volume cf exports was 15 per cent. more than a year earlier; 
in the fourth quarter of last year it was 6 per cent. more. The recent 
rising trend is exaggerated to some extent by shipments delayed by 
the dock strike. 


An account of the statistics of deliveries, orders on hand and 
net new orders in Table 1 for the wider group of engineering and 
allied industries with definitions of the industries covered was 
published in an article in the Board of Trade Journal on July 22, 1960 
(page 182). A description of the scheme of engineering statistics 
with details of the basis and scope of the statistics in Table 2 and 
definitions of the industries covered appeared in an article in the 
Board of Trade Journal on May 8, 1959 (page 1077).

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World Exports of Manufactures in 1960 


PROVISIONAL figures are given below of the export of manufactures* in 
1960 by the main manufacturing countries other than Soviet Russia 
and the Eastern European countries and China. These are subject to 
revision as more complete information becomes available. 

World exports of manufactures increased rapidly during 1959 and 
in the first quarter of 1960 their value was 25 per cent. more than 
a year earlier. The rate of increase was less rapid during the remainder 


of 1960 but nevertheless for the year as a whole the value of this trade was 
some 15 per cent. more than in 1959. All the manufacturing countries 
shared in this increased trade: the largest gains on a year earlier were 
made by France, Italy and Japan. Germany’s exports rose by 17 per 
cent. as did those of the United States, but the latter increase was 
largely a recovery of ground lost in 1958 and 1959. United Kingdom 
exports of manufactures were 7 per cent. higher than in 1959.

Tuesday May 16 
Films Production 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald Maudling, 
was asked, in respect of first feature and supporting programme films, 
what proportions of films given a national release in the year ended 
September 30, 1960, were British; and what were his estimates of 
these figures, based on the current level of British film production 
for the year ending September 30, 1961. 


Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, 
replied that in the year ended September 30, 1960, approximately 
33 per cent. of the first features given a national release, and 24 per 
cent. of the second features, were British. The proportion of British 
material shorts as well as second features, available for the supporting 
programme as a whole would have been in excess of 24 per cent. 
He could not estimate what the corresponding figures would be for 
the year ending September 30, 1961. 


Imports of Polish Eggs 


The President was asked if the shipments of Polish eggs to this 
country had now been reduced to 11,000 boxes a week; and what 
precautions he was taking to ensure that there would not be a 
repetition next spring of sales of Polish eggs at a price that involved 


dumping likely to cause material damage within the meaning of 
the Act. 


Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, replied: ‘Polish 
sales on the shell egg market last week amounted to 10,320 boxes 
and I understand will be less than 11,000 boxes this week. As regards 
the future, the Board of Trade would, of course, be ready to consider 
an application from producers fcr action under the Act if some 
evidence were forthcoming that dumped imports were causing or 
threatening material injury.’ 


Import of Dairy Products 


A member asked what was the total figure of imported butter, 
milk powder, cheese and fresh cream up to the latest convenient date; 
what percentage this was of the total national consumption; and what 
was the country of origin of these imported commodities. 

In reply Mr. Reginald Maudling provided the following information:

Hire and Purchase of TV Sets 


A member asked the President if he was aware that a deposit of 
20 per cent. of the total purchase price had to be paid when buying a 
television set on hire purchase, but when renting the same set a 
customer need only pay an amount equal to 13 weeks of the hire- 
purchase charge, or approximately 10 per cent. of the purchase price; 
and if he would review these charges and either decrease the hire- 
purchase deposit to 10 per cent. or increase the rental deposit to 
26 weeks. 

Mr. Maudling replied that he was aware of the terms of the Hire- 
Purchase and Credit Sale Agreements (Control) Order. He was satis- 


fied that the difference between the amount of rental payable in 
advance and the deposit payable in respect of hire purchase reflected 
fairly the difference between hiring and buying by instalments. 


Wednesday May 17 


Exports to China 


The president was asked wether he was aware that the value of 
exports from countries outside the Communist bloc to China was 
approximately £110 million in 1949 and approximately £220 million 
in 1959; and, approximately, what percentage of these exports was 
from the United Kingdom. In reply Mr. Errol: said ‘I am aware that 
exports from the non-Communist countries to the People’s Republic 
of China increased by approximately this amount between 1549 and 
1959. United Kingdom exports contributed 2 per cent of the total in 
1949 and 11 per cent. in 1959.’ 


Thursday May 18 


European Common Market and U.A.R. 


The President was asked in view of the competition from the 
European Common Market countries what proposals he had received 
on trade to the United Arab Republic Government to hold or increase 
the traditional British export trade with Eygpt and Syria; and if he 
would make a statement. He was also asked what steps he had taken 
to arrange a trade and payments agreement with the United Arab 
Republic. In reply, Mr. Erroll said he had heard of various proposals 
for increasing our trade with the United Arab Republic. This was at 
present governed by the Financial and Commercial Agreement of 1959. 
Within its framework, the value of our total trade with the United 
Arab Republic increased by 32 per cent. in 1960 and by 5 per cent. in 
the three months of this year compared with the same period a year 
earlier. 


Export of Non-ferrous Metals to U.S.S.R. 


Asked if he would explain the reason for the fall in the export of 
non-ferrous metals to Russia in 1960 as compared with 1957, 1958, 
and 1959, Mr. Erroll said: ‘Soviet imports of non-ferrous metals are 
mainly copper. I understand that the Soviet Union is now importing 
this from other producing countries, including Rhodesia, rather than 
through the United Kingdom.’

The President was asked when he received a communication from 
the National Farmers’ Union asking him to ascertain the internal 
price of eggs in Poland; and what period elapsed between the receipt 
of this communication and his acceptance of the formal application 
for anti-dumping measures to be applied to the import of Polish eggs. 
In reply Mr. Erroll said: “The Board of Trade were asked on March 30, 
to ascertain the internal price of eggs in Poland. The application for 
anti-dumping measures to be applied to the import of Polish and 
Roumanian eggs was received on April 19, and accepted for full in- 
vestigation on the following day. Before a full investigation can be 
made, there must be some evidence not only of dumping but also of 
material injury to the affected industry.’ 


Industrial Building 


The President was asked to state the rate of new industrial building 
for the years 1957, 1958, 1959, 1960, and to the latest available date 
in 1961, in the northern, midland and southern regions of England, 
giving each region separately. 

Mr. Niall Macpherson circulated the figures in the official Report.

British Film Quota 


The President was asked if he had yet made a decision about the 
quota of British films to be shown by exhibitors during the year 
beginning January 1, 1962. 

Mr. Reginald Maudling replied: ‘Yes. After consulting the Cinema- 
tograph Films Council I have decided not to make any Order to amend 
the Cinematograph Films (Quotas) Amendment Order, 1950 but to 
leave the prescribed quotas at 30 per cent. for first feature films and 
25 per cent. for the supporting programme for the exhibitors’ quota 
year beginning January 1, 1962.’ 


Common Market Tariffs 


A member asked the President whether, in the course of his nego- 
tiations with representatives of the European Common Market, he 
had obtained information about the rates of import duty which those 
countries intended to impose as part of their common external tariff 
on the principal foods and raw materials; and what these rates of duty 
were on beef, mutton, lamb, wheat, bacon, butter, cheese and tea, 
respectively. 

Mr. Erroll replied that all Common Tariff rates of import duty 
except for some tobacco and petroleum headings had now been 
published by the European Economic Community. He circulated 
details for the eight foodstuffs in question:

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British 
Participation 
at Vancouver 
Fair 


A Report from the Board of 
Trade Commissioner’s 
Office at Ottawa 


THE SECOND BRITISH Columbia International Trade Fair 
was opened in Vancouver on May 3 by the Hon. W. A. C. Bennett, 
the Premier of British Columbia. In his inaugural speech Mr. 
Bennett emphasized the importance of international trade to the 
economy of British Columbia and made a strong plea for liberal 
trading policies among the nations of the world. The Fair closed 
on May 13. It is generally considered by all concerned to have 
been a thoroughly imaginative and worthwhile enterprise. 


The 134 exhibitors were grouped in four sections: Hall of 
Nations, Hall of Industry, Hall of Automobiles, Hall of Modern 
Living—and there were some outside exhibits. The careful thought 
given by the Fair directors to the general layout and co-ordination 
of design was strikingly evident in the pleasing and dignified overall 
effect. ihe standard of exhibits was noticeably higher than at the 
first B.C. Trade Fair in 1958; and the interest shown by trade 
buyers and the general public was markedly greater. This was 
due in great measure to the publicity arranged by the organizers 
and individual exhibitors and to the lively interest shown by the 
local radio and television stations. 


In addition to a United Kingdom Government exhibit in the 
Hall of Nations, a number of individual United Kingdom com- 
panies had exhibits in other parts of the Exhibition and some 
British products also figured in the displays of local agents. 

The United Kingdom Government Stand consisted of a selection 
of consumer goods including furniture and furnishing fabrics, 
carpets, wall-coverings, glassware, china, cutlery, tableware, 
woollen piece-goods, knitwear, footwear, leather goods and sport- 
ing goods. The display was conceived as a whole and the individual 
items were chosen by the Council of Industrial Design. The stand 
attracted much favourable comment; though a few other National 


displays were larger, it was overshadowed perhaps only by that of 
Czechoslovakia. 


Some interest was shown in samples of British trade magazines 
and directories, and in a representative bookcase of H.M.S.O. 
publications. Many tourist enquiries were handled at the enquiry 
desk by members vf the British Travel Association office which 
derived some notable publicity from the timely arrival of Mr. Bert 
Burns driving in his London taxi at the inaugural ceremony. Britain 
also contributed to the continuous film show in the form of 
documentaries provided by the U.K. Information Service, travel 
films provided by the British Travel and Holidays Association and 
industrial films supplied by United Kingdom firms exhibiting. 


There were other national displays by Australia, Germany, Japan 
the Republic of China, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, France, Italy, 
India and the Netherlands. Most of these were attractive composite 
displays with the emphasis mainly on consumer goods, including 
foodstuffs, but with an admixture notably on the Czechoslovakian, 
Japanese and Netherlands stands of machinery and goods for 
industry. 

The United Kingdom was well represented by companies or 
subsidiaries exhibiting on their own account. These included 
Associated Electrical Industries Limited, A.I.M. Steel Limited, 
Ayrshire Metal Products of Canada Limited, Bass Ratcliff and 
Gretton Limited, British Insulated Callender Cables Limited, British 
Overseas Airways Corporation, Distillers Company (Canada) 
Limited, Expanded Metal Company of Canada Limited, Arthur 
Guinness Son & Company (Park Royal) Limited, Hunting Survey 
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Corporation Limited, Lloyd’s of London, Orenda Engines Limited, 
Orenda Industrial Limited, Phillips Electrical Co. Litd., Rolls- 
Royce of Canada Limited, The Rover Motor Company of North 
America Limited, Ruston & Hornsby Limited and Tilley Lamp 
Company. British Insulated Callender Cables took the opportunity 
to introduce their Callender-Hamilton bridge, an example of which 
was erected and demonstrated in the Exhibition grounds. 

The mornings were reserved for trade buyers, while in the after- 
noon the general public were admitted. The popular attractions 
enhanced the prestige of the exhibits and included a replica of 
Lloyd’s Coffee House; an impressive display by Canadian Pacific 
Airlines of imitations of the Crown Jewels; and models exhibited 
by the United States Government of the Nautilus and of a Space 
Capsule complete with dummy astronaut. 

A daily International Fashion Show and a Trans-Canada Motor 
Rally were special supporting features; both were well organized 
and won considerable interest. Europe’s contribution to the Fashion 
Show was admittedly small; but participating strongly were 
organizations from Japan, Israel, Australia, India and U.S.A. as 
well as Eastern Canadian and British Columbian fashion houses. 
The international Motor Rally sponsored by the British Columbia 
International Trade Fair and the Shell Oil Company of Canada 
Limited—the first ever trans-Canada car rally——started from 
Montreal and finished at the Exhibition grounds on Saturday, the 
fourth day of the Fair. Many of the 106 cars entered were of 
British manufacture; of the 91 that finished the 4,200 mile course, 
34 were British including a 1937 Rolls-Royce which purred into 
the Exhibition Grounds having previously been driven across 
Canada from British Columbia to the starting point before coming 
back with the Rally. The interest aroused by the Car Rally not 
only in British Columbia but across Canada is such that it seems 
probable that the Rally will be held again next year and could 
become one of the leading international car events. 

The Second British Columbia International Trade Fair though 
not as large as some international trade fairs was admirably staged 
and succeeded in attracting a wide measure of interest among 
both exhibitors from overseas and trade buyers and the public at 
large in British Columbia. It brought home to the general public 
the importance to British Columbia of two-way trade; and illus- 
trated the keen competition among manufacturing nations for the 
favour of the British Columbian Customer. There is no doubt that 
the United Kingdom's participation in this event has helped to 
cement the goodwill that exists in British Columbia for Britain 
and Britain’s products and to create a favourable reception for 
renewed efforts by British manufacturers to meet the requirements 
of this market.

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British Goods in Japanese Fair 
By P. G. A. Wakefield, 
First Secretary Commercial, British Embassy, Tokio 


THE 4TH INTERNATIONAL Trade Fair in Tokyo is over. The 
Fair which was open from April 17 to May 7 was much like all 
International Trade Fairs but it had two main distinctive features. 
Firstly, it was the only major industrial fair of the Far East and was 
therefore visited by buyers from the less developed countries of 
that large area. Secondly, it served in Japan as a market of over 93 
million people. Admittedly, purchasing power in Japan does not 
yet compare with that of the richest countries of the world but it 
is catching up very fast. As an illustration of this, Japan now 
stands third in the percentage of families with television sets— 
after the United States and Britain. Washing machines are now 
owned by 30 per cent. of Japanese families. 

The surprising level of well-being has been the result of an 
expansion of the Japanese economy which has been achieving 
mocreases Of over 20 per cent. a year in industrial output. Since the 
consequent opportunities for British industry and business are not 
generally recognized in Britain, a review of the Japanese economy 
1s publi on page 1259 of this issue, It is hoped to publish a general 
article on the Japanese market in a subsequent issue of the Board 
of Trade Journal. 

An International Trade Fair is held once a year in Japan. The 
two most important centres of business and industry are the Tokyo/ 
Yokohama and Osaka/Kobe areas. The fair is therefore held 
alternately in Tokyo and Osaka, in April when there is usually 
sunny spring weather. As yet, there are in Japan only one of 
two specialized trade fairs with international participation: 
the large Annual Trade Fair is still by far the most important 
commercial event of the year. 

The Annual International Trade Fair in Tokyo or Osaka could 
with justification be called a machinery fair, since over 75 per cent. 
of the space is devoted to machinery of various kinds. Of the 
business inquiries accorded by the authorities of this year’s Tokyo 
Fair over 75 per cent. were for machinery or machine tools. 
Foreign exhibits have also consisted mainly of machinery. The 
reason has been that Japan has needed great quantities of machin- 
ery from abroad to reconstruct and develop her economy. The 
import of consumer goods has therefore been kept at a low level 
im order to husband foreign exchange and to encourage local 
production. The restricted amount of consumer goods allowed in 
Japan has been sold without needing much advertising or selling 
effort. This situation is now changing. Import restrictions are being 
relaxed and the market is gradually being opened up more and 
more to foreign goods. In the future, exhibition at trade fairs will 
be one of the important elements of a sales campaign in Japan 
for consumer goods as well as mac 

Statistics show that two and a half million people visited the fair, 
the exhibition space of which covered 102,000 square metres. 
Number of foreign buyers recorded was 7,500, mainly from North 
America, Asia, and a lesser number from Europe. 

The fair is principally housed in a number jof large modern halls, 
including three containing machine tools, one large one for the 
electrical industry, and another for plastic products and machinery. 
In addition, there are smaller pavilions put up by some of the large 
Japanese firms or trade associations to show their products. Finally, 
there are the National Pavilions. This year, the United States, 
Australia, West Germany, and the main importer from East 
Germany had pavilions of their own. Ten other countries had 
collective stands in the other halls, namely, France, Czechoslovakia, 
Ghana, Israel, Mexico, Thailand, Nationalist China, El Salvador, 
Roumania and Poland. The Soviet Union usually has a National 
Pavilion but was absent this year because they are organizing a 
special Soviet exhibition in Tokyo in August—a return for the 
Japanese exhibition held last year in Moscow. 

British participation in the fair has until now been mainly con- 
fined to woollen cloth. British cloth is a traditional import and 
the Japanese will pay heavily to ‘wear British’. That the British 
make excellent machinery has been in danger of being almost 
forgotten here since the war, and the import of British machinery 
was until last year negligible. Last year UK machinery exports 
improved greatly and reached about £6 million. The good showing 
this year at the Tokyo Fair by the agents of a few of the major 
British machine tool companies was an encouraging development 
and successful beyond all expectations. So successful has it been

for some companies that the Commercial Department of the 
Embassy has ‘been the scene of discussions which have begun: ‘If 
this continues Japan will become one of our best export markets. 
Can it go on?’ Two machine tool manufacturers have reported that 
the volume of orders has been so good that they must take serious 
note of Japanese requirement in their production programmes. 


The records of the last few years give grounds for believing 
that Japanese economy will continue to expand at an unusually 
fast rate. At the moment Japan is in the midst of a particularly 
intensive burst of modernization and capital investment. The 
demand for new machinery seems insatiable and is running far 
ahead of what the Japanese Machine Tool Industry can supply. 
It is difficult to estimate how long this very high rate of investment 
will continue; the Japanese ‘Machine Tool Industry is expanding 
fast and will catch up with the demand for certain types of 
machinery before long. The market may not, therefore, remain so 
easy for the sale of standard machine tools, but even after this par- 
ticular boom is over, Japanese industry will continue to shop abroad 
for machinery unobtainable in Japan or offering advantages in 
price and delivery. Now is the moment for machine makers who 
can quote reasonable delivery dates to enter the market and estab- 
lish their foothold. 

Since the war, there has never been any collective British exhibit 
in a trade fair in Japan. Trade conditions, however, are now 
becoming so promising that official British participation is planned 
for the future. As a start, the Machine Tool Trades Association in 
co-operation with the Board of Trade are organizing a British 
machine tool exhibit for next year. This exhibit will be a special 
British section, either in one of the machine tool halls at the Inter- 
national Trade Fair which will be held in Osaka next spring, or 
in a special machine tool exhibition in the autumn of next year. 
Manufacturers who are interested in participating should apply to 
the Secretary of the Machine Tool Trades Association or to the 
Export Publicity and Fairs Branch, Board of Trade. 


Now that Japanese import controls are being relaxed, the flour- 
ishing Japanese market merits re-examination by British manu- 
facturers and exporters, both of machinery and consumer goods. 
There is a long, pent-up demand for foreign articles, and import 
agents are eager to establish connections with foreign manufac- 
turers, particularly in Europe and the United Kingdom. This 
demand is mainly for goods of the highest quality, and prices 
may not be the predominant consideration. This is, therefore, an 
excellent time to establish connections and introduce new products 
ready for the time when import controls are further removed. 
Exhibition at the annual Trade Fair is one of the elements in an 
introductory or sales campaign here which should be carefully con- 
sidered. If exporters have any questions about these fairs or about 
the Japanese market in general, they should not hesitate to write 
to the Commercial Relations and Exports Department of the 
Board of Trade or to the Commercial Department of the British 
Embassy in Tokyo.

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More British Stands at Hanover Fair 
From the Office of H.M. Consulate-General, Hanover 


THE GERMAN INDUSTRIES Fair was held from April 30 to 
May 9 at the permanent showground at Hanover. This annual 
event, which began as a result of : a British suggestion in 1947, has 
since developed into the largest industrial and commercial fair of 
its kind in Europe. It is no longer confined to German Industries, 
however, as foreign participation increases each year. Of the 5,120 
exhibitors taking part in this year’s event, 1,015 came from abroad. 
France with 271 firms was the largest exhibitor followed by the 
United States, the United Kingdom and Austria, all of whom had 
more than 120 exhibitors. The Hanover Fair authorities have 
underlined the International aspect of their excellent Fair by 
arranging for an annual conference to be held which is devoted 
to a geographical area. In 1959 it was for Africa Day, in 1960 
the Nordic Day and this year’s highlight being the North America 
Day. 

The inaugural ceremony was attended by Professor Erhard, 
Federal Minister of Economics; Dr. Ing. Hans Sohl, Vice President 
of the B.D.I. (Federation of German Industries); Minister Kubel, 
the Chairman of the Hanover Fair Company and Lower Saxony 
Minister of Agriculture and Forests; by Diplomatic and Consular 
representatives of countries accredited to the Federal Republic; 
leaders of industry from most European and overseas countries; 
and by a large number of Federal and Land personalities. 


In his opening speech of welcome Minister Kubel described the 
growth of the Fair. The total area is now 519,000 square metres of 
which 312,000 square metres is in covered halls and 207,000 square 
metres in the open air space. The latest additions are the three light 
and airy halls of modern design covering a total of 30,000 square 
metres which are in themselves an exhibit well representative of the 
German industrial architecture. They were devoted to hydraulics, 
pumps, pneumatics, mechanical handling equipment, scales and 
balances and paint spraying plants. In spite of these and other 
additions totalling 72,000 square metres including a further 
increase of 45,000 square metres in the open air space, the Hanover 
Fair authorities still find it difficult to meet all demands for 
exhibition space so further extension projects are envisaged. Foreign 
exhibitors from 24 countries participated; and in this connection 
it is interesting to note that 429 exhibitors came from the Common 
Market countries and 437 from EFTA. Official delegations from 
30 foreign countries were invited to Hanover. Minister Kubel 
welcomed all foreign visitors including the guests from North 
America. He was followed by Dr. Sohl who reviewed the state 
of Germany's industry in the light of labour shortage and increased 
competition in the export field. 

Professor Erhard and his party afterwards made a rapid and 
exhaustive tour of some of the stands but any visitor to Hanover 
must be prepared to stay for the whole ten days if he is to have 
more than a superficial look at a large proportion of the 5,120 
firms’ displays. In view of its size it is no longer possible to con- 
centrate on more than one or two branches of industry and it is 
for this reason that a manufacturer, technician, industrialist or 
other serious visitor will bless the authorities for barring national 
pavilions. Instead all exhibits are arranged according to branches 
of industry in their respective halls. A textile machine manufacturer 
would make for Hall 7, an office equipment executive for Hall 
17, a domestic equipment salesman for Halls 10 or 11, a builder 
for Hall 15 or the ‘Freigelinde’, an atomic scientist for Hall 
13, a carpenter for Hall 8, and so on. All have a unique oppor- 


tunity to compare the products of Germany and many other 
countries. 


There is a growing tendency to use the Hanover Fair as a 
meeting place. German firms hold discussions with their agents 
from the Federal Republic and from overseas, Trade Associations 
assemble and foreign firms established in Germany and others 
selling either direct or through agents hold many business meet- 
ings. There is therefore an excellent opportunity to make useful 
contacts and to obtain market information over a wide field. 

This year the number of British participants increased to about 
129 and 34 British firms had their own stands. Of these ten firms 
in the Electronic Centre and seven in the Woodwork Machine 
Hall had a joint information and reception room. The Machine 
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Tool Trade Association and two British publishing firms had their 
own stands. There are advantages for individual firms to group 
their stands but approximately 90 other British manufacturers dis- 
played on their agents’ stands and were satisfied with the results. 
The quality of their exhibits was high and attracted much atten- 
tion from potential buyers. On the opening day of the Fair Mr. 
Welbore Ker, H.M. Consul-General, Hanover, Brigadier Spedding, 
Scientific Attaché at the Embassy in Bonn, and Mr. Seaman, the 
Commercial Consul in Hanover, visited many British stands. On 
May 3 H.M. Ambassador, Sir Christopher Steel, Mr. Niall 
Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, and 
Mr. Statham from the Commercial Department of the Embassy in 
Bonn flew up from Bonn and were escorted round some 44 British 
stands. Later Sir William McFadzean led a strong mission from 
the Export Council for Europe around most of the British Exhibits 
in the course of a three-day visit. This visit to the fair was the 
closing act of a blitz tour of the Federal Republic by the Mission 
which was inspired by what it learned and saw. On return to the 
United Kingdom these members of the Export Council for Europe 
declared Germany to be a world market in which world com- 
petition is welcomed by the German Government, and which is 
wide open to British exporters who can compare in quality, price 
and technical efficiency. From our experience of the Hanover Fair 
we fully endorse Sir William’s warning that the German market 
demands serious and intensive efforts, but that firms which are 
really prepared to make them will find their rewards. 


The general impression of the Hanover Fair is its size and wide 
variety of the exhibits on show in the 28 covered halls and in 
the open air spaces. Next year it is to be bigger still with big 
pavilions planned to house chemical exhibits. 

Most participants this year were content to show their latest 
products. Some German steel firms had special prestige displays 
such as a full scale section of an autobahn flyover, and a 210 
ton limestone crusher, an inflated plastic hall, a travelling church, 
and a lorry suspended on scaffolding were also included, but in 
the main machines were in working order and other exhibits were 
down to earth. Machine construction occupying almost 250,000 
square metres was the largest branch of engineering, followed by 
the electrical trades. The French were especially strong in the latter 
field. Woodworking machinery, contractors plant, building 
materials, road making machinery, cranes, mechanical handling 
equipment, steam, hydraulic and nuclear engineering were all well 
represented internationally by Austria, Belgium, Canada, Czecho- 
slovakia, Denmark, Finland, France, Great Britain, Italy, Luxem- 


bourg, the Netherlands, Norway, Sweden, Switzerland and the 
USA. 


The United Kingdom was well represented in halls showing 
computors and office equipment, woodworking machinery, electric 
appliances, welding machines, rubber processing machines, hydraulics, 
pumps and building equipment, but the participation in the 


Messe House (glass, porcelain, ceramics, cutlery, etc.) was thin. 
One leading German agent, representing four British firms, was 
there alone to show the flag. British firms intending to exhibit at 
the Hanover Fair are recommended to book space and accom- 
modation from the Deutsche Messe and Ausstellungs A. G. or their 
London agents, Schenker and Co., as early as possible. They are 
also invited to call on the British Information Office on the Fair 
Ground which is staffed by members of the Commercial Section 
of the Consulate-General at Hanover during the exhibition. 


Le Bourget Air Show 


MorE THAN 600,000 visitors are expected to attend the International 
Air Show at Le Bourget this year which opens today and ends June 4. 

There will be nearly 300 exhibitors from 14 different countries 
— including some 30 British participants — at this important rendez- 
vous of the world’s aeronautical technicians. 


A total surface of nearly 1,300,000 square feet is reserved for the 
show, a roofed-in area of 215,278 square feet being available in the 
form of permanent modern buildings and special temporary pavilions 


which are being constructed to harmonize with the general archi- 
tectural pattern. 


Flight demonstrations will be authorized on each day of the show 


in accordance with the normal and commercial demands on the air- 
field at Le Bourget. 
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Self-Service Exhibition at Olympia 


THIS YEAR’S Self Service, Venders and Shop Display Exhibi- 
tion at Olympia from May 15 to 19 was enlarged to make it more 
comprehensive and introduce further sections devoted to display 
and automatic vending equipment; natural progressive develop- 
ments of the self-service principle. With over 60 exhibitors, the 
exhibition occupied some 27,500 square feet with an increased 
number of overseas firms taking part including those from Canada, 
Sweden, Norway and Denmark. Self-service has been growing fast 
all over the world while in the U.K. the organizers of the fair claim 
that the number of shops operating self-service facilities has 
increased 1,000 per cent. in less than 10 years. From statistics 
supplied by them it is estimated that in 1960 there were 7,300 self- 
service shops in the U.K. and in the same year shops were changing 
over to self service at the rate of 112 per month. 


The exhibits included refrigerated display cases; weighing 
machines; pre-packing machines; shelving; price-labelling machines, 
cash registers; stock registers; stock-control charts; self-service 
baskets; trolleys; display stands; automatic-vending machines, in 
fact everything for making the shop, self-service store or super- 
market more efficient, colourful and streamlined. 


Space precludes us from mentioning more than a few of the 
exhibitors. 


On their stand, the National Cash Register Co. Ltd. offered a 
complete advisory service on lay-out, space requirements, and 
up-to-date accounting for the benefit of any retailer proposing to 
change over to self service. 


A new three-tiered refrigerated display case was shown by Huss- 
mann British Refrigeration Ltd. It incorporated three refrigerated 
shelves plus a fourth unrefrigerated shelf for top-display. A three- 
tray dump'bin was introduced by the Display and Marketing Co. 
Ltd. 

Chrome Mesh Equipment Ltd. presented their “‘Chromesh’ self- 
service shelving, gondolas, impulse units and display dumps. 
These units are versatile and capable of high capacity loading.

Industrial Valves for Eastern Europe 


The Newman, Hender Group of Woodchester, Glos., have 
received their first direct orders for industrial valves from East 
Germany, Hungary, Roumania and Yugoslavia, for a number of cast 
steel valves ranging from 4 in. to 12 in. bore designed for duty in 
corrosive fluids. Already 70 per cent. of the Group’s output is ex- 
ported to countries throughout the world. 


Water Turbine Valves for Australia, Portugal and South Africa 


Boving & Co. Ltd., of London, recently finalized contracts for 
more than £36,000 worth of valves for service in Australia, Portugal 
and South Africa. They have been commissioned to supply seven 
valves for the Metropolitan Water, Sewage and Drainage Board’s 
reservoir at Avon South Coast, New South Wales. British Petroleum’s 
oil refinery at Kwinana has ordered three Boving 34 in. diameter 
high pressure butterfly valves which will be manually operated. 
These will be made in Australia, but their actuators will be shipped 
from the United Kingdom. Boving are supplying 35 valves for the 
Caima pulp and paper plant at Constancia, Portugal. The firm also 
have in course of manufacture three 66 in butterfly valves in the 
condenser system of the Ngagane thermal power station, South Africa. 


Large Machine Tool for India 


A machine costing several thousands of pounds is being built in 
Lancashire to take its place in one of the production lines now rapidly 
coming into existence as part of the Indian Government’s industrial- 
ization plan. An Atlanta-Grotnes Rim Expander is being supplied 
by Foster, Yates & Thom Ltd., of Blackburn, Lancashire, for 
delivery, through Gaston E. Marbaix Ltd., of London, to a firm 
in Calcutta. Foster, Yates and Thom Ltd., heavy precision engineers, 
were in competition with German, American and other British 
makers for this large order. 


Power Station Equipment for South Africa 


It was announced recently that Associated Electrical Industries 
Ltd., are to supply the largest thermal generating units yet ordered 
by South Africa. The Electricity Supply Commission of South 
Africa is ordering two 125 megawatt turbine generator sets, together 
with condensers and feed heating equipment for delivery to their 
Komati Power Station in the Transvaal. The contract, placed with 
A.E.I’s Turbine-Generator Division is due to be completed in 1964. 


Mining Equipment for South Africa 


The General Electric Co. Ltd., have received a repeat order, 
worth over £50,000 from the East Rand Engineering Co., of 
Johannesburg, for equipment to be used in the conversion of a 
winder from steam to electric drive. As in the case of the previous 
order this converted winder will be installed underground at the 
Withok mine of the S. A. Lands and Exploration Co. Ltd. 
(‘Sallies’) of the Anglo-American Corporation Ltd. Over £355,000 
worth of winding engine business has now been placed with G.E.C. 
during the past year for equipment for installation in Rhodesia 
and South Africa. 


Road-making Equipment for Ecuador 


Five mobile rock-crushing outfits, worth about 30,000 U.S. 
dollars have been sold to the Ecuador Public Works Department 
by Frederick Parker Ltd. The plant arrived in South America 
recently and will be used for maintenance work on the many new 
roads being built in Ecuador under the guidance of Sr. Carlos 
Baldano Raffo, the Public Works Minister. ‘The same firm have also 
received a £32,000 contract for the supply of an asphalt manu- 
facturing plant to produce surfacing material for the new £3 million 
open expressway which will pass through Port Elizabeth, Cape 
Province, South Africa. The contract was obtained by the Parker 
agents in South Africa, Hubert Davies & Co. Ltd. 


Diesel Engines for Mexico 


The Cummins Engine Co. Ltd., of Shotts, Lanarkshire, announced 
recently the successful award of a contract worth over £180,000 for 
the supply of automotive diesel engines to Trailers de Monterrey, 
Mexico, who are the principal manufacturers of diesel buses and 
heavy commercial vehicles in Mexico.

E MOVE AROUND in the Foreign Service, but I must say that 
between my last post and this one there could scarcely be a 
greater contrast. 
Let's look at Chicago first, a city which with its hinterland forms 
a great industrial area, with a population of 52 million of the richest 
people in the world. 


Chicago alone is richer and more productive than many entire 
countries. Within 12 miles of where I sit there is steel production 
capacity greater than that of our total capacity in the United King- 
dom. And even in 1960, when the US steel production was at times 
running at 50 per cent. capacity, 19 million net tons were produced 
=e with 19.3 million ingot tons in the United Kingdom in 

8. 

Steel is wealth. 

If you work out the gross national product of the Chicago 
metropolitan area (6.7 million people) as if it were an independent 
state, you get a figure of $27.5 billkon. A comparable figure for 
Italy is $27 billion. And for the United Kingdom with 50 million 
peor: $58.3 billion. Does it not seem that there might be a market 

re? 

And remember the other large industrial cities of the area— 
Milwaukee, the population of whose metropolitan area is just 
under a million and is world famous for the manufacture of diesel 
motors, heavy electrical switch gear and heavy constructional 
machinery; Indianapolis with a population of just under half a 
million; Des Moines, capital of the rich agricultural state of lowa 
—the heart of the corn and hog belt—with a population of over 
200,000. 

When the last count was taken, in 1955, per capita personal 
income in Chicago was $2,551,138 per cent. above the national 
American average. Disposable personal income, after tax, for the 
Chicago metropolitan area was $13.5 billion, a figure which was 
48 per cent. higher than the national American average. 

I think I have made the point that this is the richest area 
in the richest country in the world. 


Now for the contrast with my last post, which was Reykjavik, the 
capital of a largely barren island inhabited by 180,000 farmers and 
fishermen. 


Would anyone believe that I saw more British businessmen in 
Iceland than I do here in Chicago? In January 1961 only one 
British businessman visited the Commercial Department of this 
office. 


Is this not an absurd situation? I suppose it derives from the old 
days when New York really was the only business centre in the 
United States, and the only way into the country. 


Those days are over. For most exporters it no longer suffices 
to trade with America by leaving everything to a single New York 
agent; the question is how best to split the enormous American 
market into sections for individual treatment. 

Furthermore the geographical reason for choosing New York 
as the one and only port of entry has gone by the board with the 
establishment of the St. Lawrence Seaway, which gives direct access 
to Chicago and to other points in the Great Lakes—the Mediter- 
ranean of North America—thus serving an area whieh is the 
industrial heartland of the United States. Both the St. Lawrence 
Seaway and the Port of Chicago still have their defects but they 
are being eliminated as quickly as possible. Chicago is determined 
to make a success of its port and, judging from its tremendous 
achievements in other fields, it is not likely to fall down on the job.

If you have a standard product which competes directly with 
comparable American lines, price is all-important; there must be 
more than a marginal differential. 

But in other fields price is not necessarily the key factor. Any 
product which has novelty and eye appeal will always sell here 
if it has quality too. For example, one of the fastest growing 
businesses in Chicago over the past ten years has been Sara Lee. 
Sara Lee started with a small kitchen behind a baker’s shop ten 
years ago and now is a nation-wide brand of cakes and pastries, 
a 30-million-dollar business. What was the gimmick that led to 
success? Simply producing a top-quality product from high-cost 
ingredients and pricing it from the outset at twice the price of its 
nearest competitor. That and good advertising. 

Again: one agency for a famous British motor-car in the Mid- 
West is at Indianapolis, a city of 469,000 people some 200 miles 
from Chicago. This agency is live and active in a high degree. 
They have 75 of their cars running in the territory alloted to them. 
Chicago is a city eight times as large as Indianapolis and much 
wealthier. Theoretically there should be 600 of those top-quality 
cars running in Chicago. Actually there are 29. However good your 
product, it still needs to be pushed. 

What about the rest of the British motor trade? Given the right 
models and really adequate servicing I believe prospects in this 
area are good. The British firms which took part in the recent 
Chicago motor show were very much encouraged by the response 
they got. 

On the servicing side not enough has been done here as yet. 
As the owner of a well known make of British car I was not very 
happy during my first year in Chicago. Now the manufacturers 
have put in a proper factory branch with excellent stocks of 
spares and first class mechanics. This will prove a paying game— 
of this I have no doubt. During the past year I always hesitated over 
advising any American friend to buy one of these cars. Now | 
don’t hesitate any more. 


I want to emphasize that the Mid-West area is not in the least 
isolationist from the trade point of view. It fully recognizes the

existence of the outside world. People here are becoming more 
and more import-conscious. One of the biggest department stores 
in Chicago, Carson, Pirie, Scott and Company, has arranged a 
large scale ‘British Week’ this year and they have their buyers 
running all over the United Kingdom at this moment to fill up their 
counters for it. Thomas H. Coulter, the dynamic Chief Executive 
of the Chicago Association of Commerce, has just said “This talk 
about the loss of jobs because of imports is a lot of poppycock. 
If you were to bar all imports, our unemployment figures would 
double to about 11 million.’ These are hardly the actions or the 
words of people with an isolationist outlook, either political or 
economic, 

Another thing to which I would like to call attention is the 
Chicago International Trade Fair from July 25 to August 10. 
A large British grocery store is being organized with the partici- 
pation of one of the brightest firms in the United States super- 
market system, Messrs. Jewel Tea Company. Our main hope 
in recommending British participation has been that British food 
products will now be introduced to wide circulation in the Mid- 
West and will not remain the perquisite of a few ‘quality’ shops. As 
shown earlier in this article the purchasing power of the ‘Blue 
Collar Worker’ in the Middle West is extraordinarily high and we 
want to give him a taste of British food products. 

Let me recommend exhibitors at this stall not just to send their 
goods but to come to Chicago themselves and see how their pro- 
ducts go. Even better perhaps would be a visit later in the year 
to follow up and explore further prospects. 

Any British businessman who flies to New York and then turns 
for home without appraising the Mid-West is neglecting big oppor- 
tunities. Let him take thought and come to see us in Chicago. 
After all, there is a direct B.O.A.C. service to Chicago, via 
Montreal, three times a week! 

What can this office do for a British businessman? If he has a 
good product we will try our hardest to provide him with inter- 
esting local contacts. That’s about all a Consul can do anywhere, 
isn't it? ‘ 

‘But we can get those contacts without crossing the Atlantic ana 
then we can write the people a letter.’ 
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I have two comments on this: 

(a) There are dozens of firms in Chicago which have never 
even thought of importing until today, which are not even 
listed in directories as importing firms. 

(b) To make them think, it will take more than a letter and a 
catalogue (with quotations in pounds sterling and we still 
get far too many inquiries from the United Kingdom in 
just this form—quoting f.o.b. prices to boot). What is now 
needed is personal contact, firm offers and quick 
decisions. 

But who believes what an official says about trade? All right, 
read the companion article below. It ts written by Mr. Smeddle, 
the English President of Landmaster, Inc., whose operations in the 
Middle West are a success story in themselves. Go thou and do 
likewise; go West, young men. 


Chicago as the Super Market of the World 


IT SEEMS THAT many British businessmen when considering 
England's most important single market, confine their thoughts 
to their own limited knowledge of this vast Continent. For too 
many, it is only the vision of New York, and the well-worked 
legends of Florida, Texas and California. So often, this is all the 
market they see, so seldom are thoughts confirmed by analytical 
survey of the country, its area potential, its requirements and its 
consumers. 

It is more than probable that the world’s largest and most 
fruitful marketplace is actually Americas Middle West, with 
Chicago as its headquarters. It makes no difference whether we are 
considering the sale of tool-steels, household electrical appliances, 
furniture, motor cars, lawn and garden equipment or tractors, the 
Middle West tops them all. It manufactures more—it sells more— 
and after the opening of the St. Lawrence Seaway, Chicago's 
Association of Commerce and Industry called it ‘The Super Market 
of the World’. 

The industries of the United States are grouped around New 
York and the East Coast, patchily along the West Coast, and 
concentrated most heavily in the Middle West. This latter area

provides certainly the largest consumer market, for in America 
the highest volume of two-car owners, TV-set buyers, yacht and 
boat owners, under 30 feet, mink-coated women and buyers 
of household furniture, are the blue-collar workers—-people who 
rely on practical skills and knowledge rather than academic, viz: a 
white-collar worker. Hand-in-glove with mass industry, we must 
find volume labour and high density population; paradoxically in 
this industrial concentration we also find the greatest and most 
highly mechanized farm areas in the world. 

Remembering that the Sunny South has the longest season for 
enjoying ‘outdoor living, we would expect to find the greatest 
volume of consumer dollars spent on this pursuit, in the wealthy 
States of Florida, Texas or California. Breasting £1,430 million 
a year, this incredible national market for outdoor recreation 
and lawn/garden care, has its highest dollar-volume sales 
in the mostly cold short season of the North Central or Middle 
West states. Although equipment is lower priced in these regions, 
since it is mostly made around the Lake states, the cash registers 
in the Mid-West Region ring up a higher average unit sale, viz: 
Mid-West $8.00, North-East $7.10, South Central $4.78, South-East 
$4.62, West $4.10. 

Envisaging the Middle West, as a spider’s web we find Chicago 
its centre, and within a 500-mile radius of this city are 37 per cent. 
of the nation’s population, on 22 per cent. of the total land area. 
Included are 72 of 197 United States cities with a population of 
over 60,000 and 43 per cent. of the national farm population. The 
value of crops harvested in this area is 41 per cent. of national 
total, and livestock production is valued at 47 per cent. Thirty- 
four per cent. of the manufacturing establishments are concentrated 
here, accounting for 46 per cent. of the manufacturing output. 
Also, 36 per cent. of the nation’s wholesale establishments ringing- 
up 35 per cent. of sales at a wholesale level and 38 per cent. of its 
retail outlets. This area does 39 per cent. of the national retail 
business. 


The World’s two largest buying centres 


The Merchandise Mart is internationally known as the world’s 
biggest buying centre under one roof. Here storekeepers come to 
replenish their stocks for retail sale. The gross area of the 18-storey 
building is equivalent to 93 acres. The Mart is the second-largest 
structure in the world, exceeded only in size by the Pentagon in 
Washington. There are 74 miles of corridors, with approximately 
6 miles display corridors on which face showrooms of America’s 
best known brands of merchandise. The American Furniture Mart 
is the world’s largest building devoted exclusively to a single indus- 
try. It has 2 million square feet of floor area on 33 floors and 
contains 5 miles of show windows. During its selling season, as 
many as 45,000 buyers and sellers throng through the building. 
The total retail purchases by those consumers living in the Middle 
West are about £14,500 million—nearly 10 per cent. of the 
gross national product-——4 trillion dollars. 


Chicago, alone, has already outstripped Pittsburgh in steel pro- 
duction—annually 22 million tons: Pittsburgh 20 million. To keep 
its industrial wheels turning, this area imports from Pennsylvania 
and other steel producers an additional 20 per cent. above its out- 
put to top off its own production. 

If Chicago forms the centre of the industrial complex web of the 
Middle West, so is it also the hub of American freight and 
passenger systems. Operating in radial lines from the Middle West 
are all the forms of transport which combine to make Chicago 
the busiest centre in the world. Twenty-one trunk-line railroads, 
operating one-half the nation’s total railroad mileage, fan out from 
the goods yards of Greater Chicago. With 45,000 freight cars daily, 
they handle more traffic than New York and St. Louis combined. 


The Middle West Lake harbours became world ports with the 
opening of the St. Lawrence Seaway in 1959, and the largest of 
these—Chicago—is the only one having waterways connecting the 
North Atlantic and the New Orleans-Caribbean ports by the 
Mississippi River system. Over 25 million people each year visit 
the Middle West and at least 8 million of these arrive by air, the 
two Chicago airports ranking as the busiest in the world. 


Buying or selling, merchandising or manufacturing, the British 
businessman who overlooks a primary survey from the Middle 
West is not doing his product justice, for whether it is furniture 
or fertilizer, carbon steel or kiddie cars, the Middle West makes 
more, buys more and sells more.

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Japan Plans to Double the National Income by 1970 


}&N DECEMBER 27, 1960, the Japanese Cabinet approved a new 
long-range economic plan which is aimed at doubling the gross 
national product from Y13,000,000 million in 1960 to Y26,000,000 
million by 1970 (in terms of the 1958 purchasing power of the Yen), 
with a view to ‘achieving full employment and radically raising the 
people’s standard of living,’ and to rectifying the existing disparity 
in living standards between the farming and the non-farming popula- 
tion, and between employees in large and small concerns. 

The plan assumes that labour will be abundant during the first 
five years, owing to the post-war birth-rate ‘bulge’, but that the latter 
half of the period of the plan will encounter a labour shortage. It is 
also assumed that, although the expansion in world trade over the 
last ten years cannot be expected to continue at an average rate of 
6-2 per cent., a continued average annual expansion of 4:5 per cent. is 
attainable. 


Labour for New Projects 


A government programme for the development of roads, ports, 
housing and public utilities, which have caused bottlenecks in the 
past, is proposed; but only general guidance and help in the private 
sector, where the main aim will be to raise productivity by techno- 
logical improvement and plant modernization. Difficulties over the 
supply of labour will be overcome by promoting greater mobility, 
with a shift of five million away from agriculture, forestry and fish- 
eries (which at present employ 40 per cent. of the labour force), 
bringing this percentage down by 1970 to 24 per cent. (about the pre- 
sent West German figure). Labour would also be released from small 
and inefficient concerns. ‘To meet the expected rise in wages and 
labour costs, productivity must be raised by an increased use of capital 
equipment. 


Over the ten years, the growth of the gross national product is 
expected to average 7°8 per cent. — rather more in the first few years 
and tailing off as the expansion proceeds. This average includes an 
increase of 2-8 per cent. for agriculture and fisheries; a 9 per cent. 
increase for mining, manufacturing and construction; and 8-2 per 
cent. for commerce, services, etc. By the end of the process, national 
income per head is expected to be U.S.$579, compared with $742 
in Western Germany and $404 in Italy in 1957. 

To finance this, total savings are required to rise from Y29,470,000 
million in 1960 to Y82,832,000 million in 1970; with personal savings 
rising from Y10,659,000 million to Y27,469,000 million. ‘If the sharp 
rise in the ratio of individual savings as seen in the past several years 
continues unabated, there will not be any shortage in savings.’ On 
balance of payments, a favourable balance of $200 million is planned 
for 1970, entailing a favourable balance of visible trade of $410 
million, with exports running at $9,320 million (on the basis of 
customs clearance statistics). Attention is drawn to the importance 
of preventing the price level as a whole from rising, since the aim of the 
plan is to ‘double the scale of the Japanese economy in terms of real 
value.’ 

The plan envisages the redistribution of industry to avoid further 
increase in ‘mammoth cities’, the removal of Government Depart- 
ments from Tokyo to other centres, and vast expansion in communica- 
tion networks, housing, drainage, social amenities, land conservation 
and utilization, flood control, etc. Stress is laid on the need for tech- 
nological progress, and better school education and _ vocational 
training, in connection with economic growth, as well as for more 
social security and welfare. 


Abolition of Controls 


As regards the private sector, ‘the role of the government is to 
create and develop such basic conditions as will enable private enter- 
prise to operate freely and ensure that the results of unrestricted 
activities conform to rational economic laws,’ Remaining direct 
controls on industry will be abolished as soon as possible. The 
liberalization of trade and foreign exchange is commended, along with 
the need to provide tariff protection for promising new industries — 
but not for declining ones. 

‘Exports hold the key to the success of the entire programme’ — and 
the plan sets targets for each major category. By 1970, $3,900 million 
for machinery exports — 5-8 times the 1960 figure; heavy industrial 
and chemical geods go up from $1,472 million to $4,983 million; a

moderate expansion in textile exports —from $1.068 million to 
$1,720 million. By destinations, the target for Canada and the United 
States is set at $3,140 million; and for Europe, with emphasis on 
consumer durables, food and high-class textile goods, at $1,130 
million. No great expansion in exports to the low-income areas in 
Asia and Africa is expected, despite increased economic aid. “The 
exports to advanced countries will increase their share of the total 
exports from 35-6 per cent. in the base year to 45-8 per cent. im the 
final year, while the share of exports to less developed countries will 
fall from 61-4 per cent. to 49 per cent.’ The target for exports to 
Communist countries is set at $4,800 million, or 5:2 per cent. of total 
exports. 


Removing Obstacles to Exports 


From this follows the need to push ahead vigorously with economic 
diplomacy to remove obstacles to Japanese exports — such as Article 
XXXV of the GATT and discriminatory restrictions, and to ‘smooth 
economic relations with other countries’ by concluding treaties of 
commerce and navigation and tax agreements. The activities of 
Japanese Embassies in the economic field should be expanded and 
strengthened, and a ‘multilateral economic diplomacy from a broad 
point of view’ should be exerted at meetings of the various international 
economic organizations. Market research and trade promotion in 
foreign markets should be strengthened, and the government should 
take ‘necessary legal steps, primarily under the Export-Import 
Transaction Law, as well as various administrative measures, im 
order to eliminate evils from excessive competition’ between Japanese

firms in the export trade. Trading firms should improve their sales 
methods, and products should be offered in foreign markets ‘at a fair 
price. ’ The government should help the smaller businesses to develop 
their sales methods and encourage them to export. 

The activities of the Japan Export-Import Bank should be strength- 
ened, especially i in connection with plant exported on deferred payment 
terms. ‘Improvement should also be made in the existing systems of 
taxation, export insurance and export inspection.’ 

‘Turning to imports, finished products are expected to show the 
biggest proportionate increase — from 12-6 per cent. to 23-6 per cent. — 
as a result of larger imports of both machinery and consumer goods 
following trade liberalization. Mineral fuel is expected to go up from 
15-2 per cent. to 18-8 per cent. A sharp increase in raw materials for 
the iron and steel, and metal industries is expected. Raw materials for 
textiles and agriculture are expected to show a relatively small in- 
crease; and food stuffs to fall sharply from 17-2 per cent. to 8-1 per 
cent., ‘chiefly owing to the increased domestic rice supply. North 
America will remain Japan’s biggest supplier, despite a slight decline in 
relative importance. The j importance of Europe and the Middle and 
Near East will increase, whilst that of South-East Asia has a long- 
term tendency to decline. 

Japan's invisible trade should be encouraged — increased earnings 
are expected from shipping and civil aviation. Bigger earnings are also 
expected from the tourist trade, but there will be bigger payments 
under licensing agreements. On invisible account there is expected to 
be a deficit of $230 million by 1970. 


Investments in Underdeveloped Countries 


Japan’s investments in underdeveloped countries are expected to 
reach $3,540 million for the whole ten-year period, with $630 million 
in 1970. Long-term credit is advocated to enable these countries to 
buy capital goods from Japan, and government credits and deferred 
payment arrangements are put at $2,130 million for all overseas 
investments, loans and deferred payment exports for 1970. Together 
with training facilities for foreign students and contributions to 
international organizations, the total outlay will be about twenty times 
the current rate. 
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Japanese ships are expected to carry 60 per cent. of ordinary 
imports and 65 per cent. of oil — for which a fleet of 13,350,000 tons is 
required, entailing the building of 9,700,000 tons of new shipping by 
1970 (including 1,260,000 tons of replacements). Government financial 
assistance for new building, reduction in interest rates, the promotion 
of services between third countries, and the ‘development of high- 
efficiency ships’ are recommended. As regards civil aviation, the aim is 
to carry 6 per cent. of world air passenger traffic by 1970, with govern- 
ment financial assistance in purchasing aircraft and training crews. 

In dealing with the development of particular industries, machinery 
is particularly stressed. The machinery industry as a whole is expected 
in 1970 to be 4°5 times as large as in 1959. Passenger cars are expected 
to reach the million mark, with 400,000 for export. Machinery 
exports, by 1970, are expected to be $3,900 million, or 40 per cent. 
of total exports. The production of crude steel is expected to reach 
48 million tons. Particular importance is attached to the high-molecule 
chemical industry and the electronic industry, and to new metal 
industries based on petro-chemistry. By 1970, the petro-chemical 
industry is expected to account for 50 per cent. of the whole chemical 
industry, and chemical fibres are expected to reach 50 per cent. of 
the whole textile industry. In order to encourage this development a 
shorter depreciation period and lower interest rates are recommended. 

By 1970, total energy consumption is put at 303 million tons, in 
coal equivalent, or 2-3 times the 1959 figure. Electricity consumption 
will grow at 9-7 per cent. per annum and will total 235,000 million 
kWh by 1970, or 2-8 times the 1959 figure. A total of Y6,300,000 
million will be needed by 1970 for all forms of energy development. 

In order to deal with the problems of labour immobility and low 
wages in small concerns, the traditional practice of life-long employ- 
ment and wages according to seniority should be abandoned. Instead, 
there should be ‘equal pay for equal work.’ To deal with unemploy- 
ment arising from reorganization of small-scale concerns, the un- 
employment insurance system should be extended and benefits 
improved. Minimum wages should be fixed on a regional industry 
basis and rules should be laid down for wages, safety, and sanitation 
in cottage industries. Minimum working conditions should be 
maintained throughout the country.

TRINIDAD 
Certificates of Origin 


THE ATTENTION of the United Kingdom exporters is drawn to the 
need to complete accurately the Certificates of Origin required by the 
customs authorities of Trinidad and Tobago. Instances have been 
reported recently of exporters claiming that goods have been wholly 
manufactured in the United Kingdom whereas in fact they contained 
some foreign content, although not enough to disqualify them from 
admittance under the British Preferential rate. Incorrect certification 
has led in some instances to the charging of the full tariff rate and the 
imposition of a fine.

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NICARAGUA 
Import Control 


BY DECREE No. 568 of March 11, published in the Nicaraguan 
La Gaceta on, and effective from April 15, the following goods may 
not be imported for commercial purposes unless the manufacturers 
have effected their registration with the Ministry of Public Health 
alter paying the registration fees: 

(a) Medicinal products and pharmaceutical specialities for human 

or veterinary use, with specific registered names; 

(b) Hygienic products with preventive or curative properties; 

(c) Cosmetics, perfumes and other toilet articles; 

(d) Dhetetic products for preventing or curing nutritional deficiencies; 

(e) Insecticides and disinfectants for domestic use; 

(f) Spirits, wines and other products with alcoholic content. 

Manufacturers of products at present on sale must register them 

within ninety days of the effective date of the Decree. The first regis- 
tration of a product will be valid only until the thirty-first of December 
of the year in which the registration was effected. Every registration 
must be renewed in the first three months of each year, and the renewal 
will be valid up to the thirty-first of December of the respective year. 
There will, howeve1, be no penalty for, nor obstacle to, the con- 
tinued sale of a product during the three months period allowed for 
the renewal of registration, even when import is prohibited while the 
registration is not renewed. 


The registration fees for each product are: 

(a) For the registration, twenty-five U.S. dollars. 
(b) For the annual renewal, twenty U.S. dollars. 

These fees, in the case of national products, may be paid in national 
currency at the official dollar exchange rate at the time of payment. 
Producing firms and their representatives, agents or distributors, and 
even occasional importers, in appropriate cases, are jointly liable for 
the payment of registration fees. When the renewal fees are paid in a 
lump sum for two or more years in advance there will be a reduction 
of 10 per cent. on the total. Failure to renew registration at the proper 
time will be penalized by a surcharge of fifty per cent. of the fees. This 
surcharge will not be levied if it can be proved that failure to effect 
renewal was due to ‘fortuitous circumstances’ or force majeure. 
Registration fees must be paid in the Administracion de Rencas, on 
the authorization of the Directorate-General of Receipts. The sale of 
unregistered products, other than that which is provided for by this 
Decree, will be regarded as fraud on the Revenue, and offenders, as 
well as suffering confiscation of the product or products, will be fined 
a sum ranging from U.S. $100 to U.S. $1,000. 


The Ministry of Public Health will draw up a list of the products 
subject to registration under this Law as soon as possible. The list 
will be sent to the Directorate-General of Receipts so that that Office 
may collect the necessary registration fees, and the Directorate will 
notify the Customs authorities which products falling under the 
provisions of this Law have been registered and may be imported 
into the country. Providing that no therapeutic indication appears on 
their containers or labels, chemical products with medicinal properties 
which are intended for national industries for making of medicaments 
or to be used as reagents are exempt from the registration fees but 
not from registration itself. 

Persons who, at the date of entry into force of this Law, have paid 
renewal fees corresponding to part of the year 1961 must pay the tax 
in accordance with this Law proportionately to the months which 
are lacking to complete the year 1961. Persons who, at the date of 
entry into force of this Law, have not (sic) paid renewal fees covering 
periods subsequent to December 31, 1961, must pay fees in accordance 
with this Law for periods subsequent to this date, but the amount 
already paid will be deducted (sic). Products referred to in this Law 
which are not registered and authorized for internal sale in their 
country of origin may not be registered or sold in Nicaragua. 


The provisions of the present Law annul those of any other Law or 
disposition which conflict with it except Article 9 of Decree No. 494 
of March 31, 1960 (see Board of Trade Journal of October 14, 1960, 
page 928 (sub-paragraph 9)). 

Prices of products referred to in sub-paragraph (a) of the first 
paragraph of this notice, in force on December 1, 1960, will be main- 
tained until the Ministry of Economy fixes official prices for them. 
Any infringement will result in a Government fine of from U.S. $500 
to U.S. $1,000.
